Twining, 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, summed up the adminis- 
tration's cause for optimism. 


Twining said a Soviet nuclear 


assault, if 
delivered 
today, 


would come almost entirely 
from manned aircraft. And the 
Soviet Union's air threat, he 
added, is "not half as big as 
ours and not nearly so

Burke said that in -an- all-out 


war "we can destroy" her (the 
Soviet Union) many times over 
with-the weapons we now have 
in existence. There ''is no way 
that she can stop that We 
would break her back." 


Burke, whose Navy will pack 


a growing atomic wallop, said 
he thought the United States 
has "too much retaliatory pow- 
er."

walls of Jerusalem and mid-morn- 
ing services in the Church of the 
Redeemer.

Capt. Herman Marks, who has 
risen to the post *of executioner 
for Cuban rebel chief Fidel Cas- 
tro, left a long criminal record 
behind him in the States, ac- 
cording .to Warden John C. 
.Burke of Wisconsin State Pris- 
on. Marks served 3% years 
there for a morals 
offense.

kee,'has made no secret of his 
Wisconsin connections, nor for 
that matter of his record.

On Thursday in Washing- 
ton, he will address the opening 
session of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Council's 10th anniversary 
meeting. 


With the Eisenhower ladies and 


his three small granddaughters at- 
tracting much attention in new 
Easter outfits, the President Sun- 
day morning took the family to 
services at the Gettysburg Presby- 
terian church. 


In the group with him were the 


first lady, their son and daughter- 
in-law, Army Maj. and Mrs. John 
Eisenhower, and their four chil- 
dren. The youngsters are David, 
whose llth birthday is Tuesday, 
Barbara Anne, 9, Susan, 7, and 
Mary Jean, 2.

Record Number of 
Highway Deaths 
Recorded in State 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The joyous Easter weekend was 


marred by a rgcord number of 
highway deaths in Pennsylvania— 
31. 


At least 35 people were killed in 


traffic accidents, fires and other 
mishaps from 6 p.m. Friday to 
midnight Sunday. Of the 31 high- 
way victims 15 were killed in four 
tragic accidents. 


One wreck took five lives, an- 


other four, and two others three 
lives apiece. 


The previous high for the year, 


according to Associated Press rec- 
ords, was 26 traffic deaths during 
the New Year weekend; and the 
count for that weekend was 'over 
a four-day period. In all, 36, died 
accentally in the state on that 
weekend. 


The highway death count had 


reached 12 before dawn Saturday. 


In "eastern Pennsylvania, a car 


had jumped a medial strip on the 
Pennsylvania 
Turnpike Friday 


night near the Downingtown Inter- 
change and had hit an oncoming 
car, police said. Two members of 
a family died in that accident. 


Before midnight Saturday, two 


men were killed in a two-car 
crash in Red Lion, near York, and 
two men and a woman were in- 
jured fatally in another two-car 
collision 10 miles north of Allen- 
town. 


But W e s t e r n Pennsylvania 


seemed to bear the brunt of the 
tragic weekend on the highways. 
Sunday night four people were 
killed when a car careened into a 
tree near Meadville.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Italy's 


agreement to station Jupiter mis- 
siles on her territory is expected 
to heighten the importance of the 
Atlantic Pact strategy conference 
opening here Thursday. 


As foreign'ministers of the 15 


member 
nations gathered 
in 


Washington for preliminary talks, 
diplomatic officials Sunday night 
reported that Italy, after a year 
of negotiation, had approved the 
placing of intermediate range mis- 
sile bases in northern Italy. 


From these ^ases, a Jupiter 


could reach the southern portion 
of the Soviet Union. 


The agreement, expected to be 


formally announced in a few days, 
means that part of the program, 
set up at the last North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization meeting had 
been achieved. In December 1957, 
the foreign ministers agreed to 
build IKBM bases m the North 
Atlantic area. 


This year's conference, which 


marks the 10th anniversary of 
NATO, will be preceded by vital 
talks among the foreign ministers 
of the United States, England, 
France and West Germany. 


They hope to lay out the master 


blueprint for negotiations with the 
Soviet Union at a foreign minis- 
ters conference in May and a 
probable summit conference in the 
summer. 


Talks will begin Tuesday with 


the arrival of British Foreign Sec- 
retary Selwyn Lloyd. He will con- 
fer first with Acting Secretary of 
State Christian ^Herter and French 
Foreign Minister Couve de Mur- 
ville, who flew in Sunday. Foreign 
Minister Heinrich von Brentano of 
West Germany, who arrived Sat- 
urday, will join the conference 
late Tuesday or Wednesday. 


A statement issued by the So- 


viet Union Sunday helped set the 
stage for the week of meetings. 
Although U.S. officials saw noth- 
ing new in the statement, it con- 
spicuously omitted the usual loud 
and bitter attacks on NATO.

Is Taking Bows at 
SchenectadyShop 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y. 


A machine resembling a science- 
fiction robot is taking its bows 
here and the General Electric 
Co. says "Handyman" may be 
the first "man" on the moon. 


"Handyman" is a mechanical 


slave consisting- of two arms 
that have a nine-foot reach 
from fingertip to fingertip. It 
responds to a human operator 
through an intricate electric- 
iydrauhc system. 


GE said the machine could be 


operated by remote control over 
many thousands of miles — with 
the machine on the moon and 
its human operator on earth, for 
instance. 


•Handyman" was designed 


to serve as master mechanic on 
.an atomic aircraft power plant 
and to work in radioactive areas 
where man cannot exist. 


It is the first robot that can 


simulate the clutching action of 
the human hand, GE said, and 
can hammer a nail into a board, 
unscrew a bolt or twirl a hula 
hoop. 


The unit also can be equipped 


with a 3D closed circuit tele- 
vision for eyes, GE said,

HARRISBURG (AP)—A Republi- 


can House leader said today mat 
Gcv. Lawrence "hasn't taken any 
forceful action" to resolve differ- 
ences on tax proposals in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


"The next move has got to be 


up to the governor," said Rep. 
Allen M. Gibson, assistant GOP 
floor leader. 


The Warren County lawmaker 


said the governor had taken the 
role so far of a spectator or a by- 
stander. He said Lawrence should 
have made some proposal aimed 
at an agreement. 


Gibson admitted that Lawrence 


had called Republican and Demo- 
cratic legislative leaders to his of- 
fice for meetings on the tax situa- 
tion. But he said the meetings 
have been "more or less explora- 
tory." 


The Legislature returns Tuesday 


after its Easter recess. Both Demo- 
crats and Republicans have sched- 
uled caucuses to consider their 
stand on the administration's pro- 
posal to boost the state sales tax 
from 3 to 3% per cent 


The plan was defeated March 


J9 by the votes 17 House Demo- 
crats and the entire Republican 
membership. The sales tax bill- 
estimated to bring in 264 million 
dollars each biennium—-is one of 
the main proposals of the admin- 
istration's 400 million dollar tax 
package.

EASTER AROUND THE WORLD 


Atop mountains and in glens, in the open or 


within 
the 
confines 
of amphitheatres 
and 


churches, Americans celebrated Easter by the 
millions. In Warren, churches of all faiths observ- 
ed the day with traditional programs, all of 
which, according to reports were largely attend- 
ed. 


Dispatches say the day brought out paraders 


in new bonnets and frocks, too. \\ith the biggest 
and most colorful being staged on Ne\v York's 
Fifth avenue, despite the frosty tinge in the air. 


One of the great outdoor observances was the 


sunrise service in Hollywood Bowl, in California, 
where some 20,000 heard a sermon by Secretary 
of. Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, one of the 
twelve apostles of the Latter-Day Saints church.

Yielded Anything Helpful?

WASHINGTON— (NEA.)—Summit conference plans now In-the" 


•works as a result of British Prime Minister Harold Macmillan's 
meeting, with President Eisenhower would lead to the. filth such 
meeting with Russian, leaders since 1843—if it comes off. 


Senate Foreign Relations Committee Chairman J. "William Ful- 


bnght (D-Ark.) suggests that there should be a Summit meeting 
every six months. But the results of these conferences of heads of 
government in the past 15 years make the advisability of such 
regularity highly doubtful. 


The first tv,-o Summit conferences, at Teheran in November, 1943, 


and at Yalta in February, 1945, v/ere wartime strategy meetings 
of the Big Three, Churchill, Roosevelt and Stalin. They dealt with 
war and postwar problems when there were common interests 
and objectives. 


SINCE THEY RESULTED in winning the war and setting up 


the United Nations, they can be considered as having accomplished 
something. But controversy still rages over whether the outcome 
was good or bad. 


The third Summit conference' at Potsdam in July, 1945, was 


attended by President Truman, Prime Minister Clement Attlee »nd 
Stalin. 


The assumption at that time was that the Western Allies could 


continue to work with the Russians in some degree of harmony. 
It was in this spirit that the four zones of occupation were created 
in Germany, with Berlin under four-power control within the 
Soviet zone. 


It was believed that this would be a temporary condition which 


would be ended by an early German peace treaty. 


MTJCH OF TJSE TROUBLE with Russia ovef the German ques- 


tion in the last 13 years can be attributed to the looseness of the 
Potsdam agreement, The Russians have had plenty of opportunity 
in this time to make a peace treaty -with Germany under terms far 
more favorable than anything they can get now. But their only 
condition lor acceptance of a unified .Germany has been that it 
become another Communist satellite. This is what they still want. 


Failure of the Potsdam agreement has been largely responsible 


for the fact that there were no irjnrp Summit conferences lor 10 
years. It took that long to get the Russians to sign a peace treaty 
with an independent Austria. 


But when thafc was finally accomplished in May, 1955, Prime 


Minister Churchill led the movement thafc resulted in the fourth 
Summit conference at Geneva in July, 1955. 


In the communique issued at its conclusion, it was agreed that 


reunification of Germany by free elections should be carried out 
in conformity with the national interests of the German, people and 
European security. It was further agreed to work for disarmament 
and increased freedom of communication between peoples. 


THE COUNCIL OF FOREIGN Ministers was directed to meet in 


Geneva three months later to carry out these instructions. It met 
for three weeks. It failed to reach agreement on a single point. 


There was much Russian agitation for another Summit confer- 


ence last August, to deal with the Middle East. But when the 
.Western powers agreed,to.hold such a session in connection with 
the United Nations meeting in New York, the Russians backed 
down. 


That was where matters stood when Chairman Khrushchev be- 


gan his latest series of moves to force the West into another S 
meeting.

Glamor* stocks are those that 


shine for a few 'days or weeks or 
even months but may NOT have 
a basic growth trend. In today's 
market they get a ride for many 
reasons: a product price rise, a 
quarterly report better than ex- 
pected, a big defense contract, 
.rumors of mergers or stock splits. 


Blue' chips are the steady per- 


formers over the years but only 
rarely with prospects of better 
than average growth. 


A growth corporation is usually 


defined as one -whose earnings per 
share have advanced over sev- 
eral years at a higher rate than 
the growth of the U.S. economy 
as a whole — from 2 to 4 per 
cent a year. 


What traders look for is a com- 


pany whose earnings increase at 
least 8 to 10 per cent a year, thus 
doubling its profits in nine years 
or less. (Internationa] Business 
Machine is a favorite example. 
Over the last 12 years 'its earn- 
ings, with an annual growth irate 
of 16 per cent, haye doubled about 


every four years.) 


Growth stock prices can 


like any other in a bear market. 
But investment counsellors insist 
that although a portfolio of growth 
stocks looked as sick as any other 
in past bear markets, it recov- 
ered its value much more quickly 
on the-upturn, and then went on 
to new and even more impressive 
highs. 


How can you tell A growth 


company? Fortune magazine says 
a survey of market analysts shows 
nine desirable factors they look 
for, although NO one company i* 
likely to have all: 
- 


1. At least a three-year history 


of growth; 2. Usually in indus- 
tries,which haven't yet/matured; 
Z. Earnings going up at least .8 
to 10 per cent a year; 4. Products 
usually close to the consumer; 5." 
Company in a top position in. its 
product market; 6. Although us- 
ually retaining major part "of 
earnings,, company' should"- in- 
crease dividends ,as profits rise; 
7. Adequate capital to support its 
growth rate with minimum flilu- 
tion of shareholders equity; 8. 
Alert and imaginative manage- 
ment, in sufficient depth to out- 
ride any changes: 9. Size of com- 
pany in relation to its market 
(very large size usually means'.a 
high degree of maturity rather 
than growth prospects). 
-Hindsight can come up with 
many growth stocks- on which 
large sums were made.

While coverage under 
this 


program is optional for them, 
a minister must make a choice 
act later than two years after 
1954 in which he had net earn- 
ings of $400 or more 
(some 


part of which was derived from 
the exercise of his ministry) or 
April IB, 1959, whichever 
is 


later. 'Aft»r the latest of these 
dates, coverage for this type of 
earnings is not available under 
the social security program. 


If the minister desires cov- 


erage, he files a simple certifi- 
cate with Internal- Revenue 
Service on IRS Form 2031

"He yanked down a fire hose 


and shot water all over the place. 
He kicked over a cigarette stand 
filled with sand and knocked over 
furniture. It took him a long fame 
to cool down. 


"Johnny was a very intent ball 


player. He- never lost a game. 
Someone else lost it for him. That 
was his theory." 


Allen made an impressive big 


league debut with the Yankees in 
1932, winning 17 and losing 4. He 
had three more good years with 
the Yanks before he was traded 
to Cleveland before the 1936 sea- 
son. 


In the 1938 All Star game In 


Cincinnati, something snapped in 
Allen's pitching shoulder and he 
was never the same afte'r that. He 
won only 43 games in his last 
eight seasons.
